WEATHER conditions dominated trade movements in 
internal commerce to an unusual extent during Feb- 
ruary. This was one of the chief influences in lower- 
ing records of traffic operations, and accounts partly 
for the month’s unfavorable showing in the earnings 
of commerce. Thirty-four car-service associations re- 
port 1,984,883 cars handled during February, 1904, 
and 2,008,388 cars for the corresponding associations 
in February, 1903. For two months ending with Feb- 
ruary, 1904, 3,964,484 cars were reported as handled, 
against 4,192,403 for the corresponding period in the 
preceding year. The western live stock movement, 
however, does not appear to have suffered so much as 
other branches of trade. For the two months ending 
with February, 1904, 113,146 cars of stock were re- 
ported as received at five western markets, in contrast 
with 101,695 cars in 1903 and 100,655 cars in 1902. 
Receipts of wheat at eight primary markets to March 
1 for the current crop year were 180,906,524 bushels, 
in contrast with 202,471,062 bushels last year and 185,- 
320,746 bushels in the preceding year. 





M. Hatcn, a Kansas farmer, recently addressed the 
State Board of Agriculture of that state on the subject 
of the “Mail Order House and the Farmer.” He told 
hoiv the merchants in the small towns sold the farmers 
goods year after year and “carried” them until fall, 
and if the crops failed or were eaten by the grasshop- 
pers the long-suffering dealer carried them for another 
vear. The local dealer was a great convenience in 
those days. Mr. Hatch even admitted that he is quite 
convenient at times even now, for he said the home 
merchant must be given credit for being of some value 
in the community, “in the way of supplying us with 
tools, repairs, etc., which we sometimes need and 
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which we cannot get from a mail order house because 
of lack of time; for repairs to machinery are usually 
wanted in a hurry, and if our merchant is only a few 
miles away and has them, he is at this time almost in- 
dispensable.” In other words, Mr. Hatch’s policy is to 
patronize the mail order house as far as possible, but 
when he wants something in a hurry or, to be more 
exact, when he wants an accommodation, he will call 
on the home realer. 

But this brilliant (?) bucolic goes on to declare that 
times have changed and that now the farmer should 
patronize mail order houses, the airy assumption being 
that these houses sell cheaper than local dealers, and 
this tommyrot is scattered broadcast in the quarterly 
report of the Kansas State Board of Agriculture, pre- 
sumably at the expense of the taxpayers of that com- 
monwealth, including the much-maligned Kansan mer- 
chants. 








THE basic idea of the postal system is 
the transmission of intelligence. 

That is the reason why newspapers 
and periodicals have a special rate, even 
though the favoritism shown this class causes a heavy 
deficit, but no one protests, as the second-class priv- 
ilege is designed to disseminate intelligence. 

The newspaper with its bird’s-eye view of the world 
day by day—the trade paper with its carefully culled 
technical information—the scientific journals replete 
with learned articles—the magazines presenting the 
newest literature, all are essential to progress, as they 
are all educative. 

Letter writing as a fine art has visibly declined since 
the days of Madame Sevigne, but no intelligence of 
the outside world is as dear to us as that homely gos- 
sip sent by our loved ones, and the transmission of 
this intelligence is naturally a postal function. 

Commercial intelligence as contained in catalogues, 
including those of the catalogue houses, circulars, etc., 
must be conceded by all fair-minded persons to be 
within the basic idea of the postal system. 

Have we not reached the jumping-off place? The 
letter with its personal intelligence—the circular with 
its business intelligence—the newspaper with its in- 
telligence concerning the happenings of the day—the 
scientific magazine or trade paper with its classified 
intelligence—the literary magazine with its aesthetic 
intelligence—is it not a desirable function of our gov- 
ernment to transmit all these?

But is a hoe “intelligence” ? 

Are monkey-wrenches “intelligence” ? 

Is a food chopper “intelligence” ?

It seems ridiculous to ask such questions, but the 
asking should emphasize how paternalistic is the de- 
mand of corporate greed for a parcels post ? 

The government carries a newspaper at a low rate 
in order that citizens may be well informed. 

The catalogue house willfully shuts its eyes to the 
character of the goods thus carried, and, seeing only 
the low rate, impudently says: “The government car- 
ries newspapers at a low rate. Why should it not also 
carry cherry stoners?”

WITH so many country papers enacting the role of 
traitor to the interests of their community and not even 
receiving in return 30 pieces of silver, but only a two- 
inch single column catalogue house advertisement, it 
is refreshing to pick up the March 25th issue of the 
St. Peter, Minn., Herald. 

This paper is evidently prosperous and it deserves ‘o 
be, for it stands by the interests of its local merchants, 
as is shown by the following editorial : 


“The past week there were received here 3,000 advertising 
catalogue circulars from Montgomery Ward & Co. These 
were sent to a bill posting house for distribution. On one of 
the pages Montgomery Ward & Co. say: ‘We read with 
amuseme at—various country editors are killing idle moments 
by writing articles on the decadence of the mail order system, 
giving as reasons time-worn falsehoods about poor goods, 
higher prices, breakage, etc. We plead not guilty.’ 


“The Herald is not now and has not been in the habit of 
advising people how or where to spend their money, but M. 
W. & Co., having issued the challenge as it were, the Herald 
would offer a few words to the people. 

“We take this catalogue and find a cut and description of 
a buggy, which they sell for $44.50 in Chicago. Evenson 
Bros. of this city sell and have advertised that same buggy 
for $40—saving a person $4.50 and freight. 

“A cultivator is priced by them at $20.25; Mason Bros. 
of this city offer the identical cultivator at $19.25—a saving of 
$1 and freight. 


“Klein & Co. and Volk Bros. sell a common chair at $8.40 
per dozen, while these people ask $0.60. 

“The Chicago house sells a pair of rubber boots at $3.50 
and Max Hoefer has the same boots in his store for $3. 

“The catalogue price of a set of double harness of a cer- 
tain grade was $28.50; Chas. Rost makes a better set for $25. 


“Broadcast grass seeders are catalogued at 75 cents, and 
Nutter Bros. sel! and advertise them for 65 cents. 


“Chicago prices for hay carrier track were 8% cents. 
when any dealer will sell all you want for 8 cents. 

“They ask $4.50 for a ‘Planet, Jr.,’ single wheel hoe. In 
front of any hardware store you find them tagged at $4.25. 

“Now, what does it mean? 

“It means that you can buy the goods for less money 
right here in St. Peter, Nicollet, Cleveland, Norseland, New 
Ulm, Mankato, LeSueur, etc., than you can buy them from 
Montgomery Ward & Co., and save freight, and you see the 
goods before you send away the money. Once sent, it never 
comes back to help build churches, to build telephone lines in 
the country, and other multitude of public enterprises for 
which the home merchant is called upon for contribution. 
When your neighbor’s house burns, when your team of horses 
die, when misfortune comes, as it does in so many ways, the 
subscription list is passed and the writer, who has signed 
many of them, has never yet seen the name of Sears-Roebuck 
or Montgomery Ward on one of them. Now this might not 
be apropos but for the statement of Montgomery Ward Co. 
themselves. But when you can take their catalogue to the 
stores and get the same goods at home for less than they ask 
for them, you certainly are foolish to send your money to Chi- 
cago. People used to think, years ago, that they got goods 
from the catalogue houses at wholesale. They don’t, but, on 
the contrary, pay more for them than from the home merchant. 
Now, good reader, before throwing money at the catalogue 
house again, think it over and see if it isn’t possible that you 
are making a mistake.’ 


I do not believe that the merchants of St. Peter, 
Minn., are specially favored by jobbers and manufac- 
turers. Mason City, Ia., Grand Forks, N. D., and

Baraboo, Wis., retailers presumably buy their goods 
just as cheaply as their brethren at St. Peter. 

Why should not the merchants’ association in every 
city take this matter up with their local editors and in- 
sist on their writing an editorial on parallel lines, of 
course substituting bargains of local firms for those 
of the St. Peter merchants? 

I believe the main cause of the growth of catalogue 
house competition has been the pacific attitude of the 
retail trade. 

Catalogue after catalogue containing calumnies and 
criticisms of local dealers, vociferous assertions of 
mythical bargains, seconds described and illustrated 
with a glowing vocabulary that would be overpraising 
firsts—these nfethods have been treated with silent 
contempt. 


The hardware dealer picks up one of these volumes 
and reads: 

“We buy in large quantities direct from the most reliable 
manufacturers at the lowest wholesale price for cash, and 
consequently are in a position to sell you these goods at about 
the same price your local dealer pays for them, and in most 
eases for less money.” 

Then the dealer reads along and finds a Broadcast 
gtass seeder catalogued at 75 cents and knowing that 
his price is 65 cents without freight he says to himself: 
“What a tissue of falsehoods this catalogue is. Surely 
they can’t get any trade around here at the prices they 
ask.” 


Unfortunately, however, the dealer rests on his oars 
and does not advertise the fact that grass seeders are 
sold in his own town at prices that make the audacious 
assertions of the catalogue house look decidedly cheap 
—and if the dealer does not educate his trade through 
the medium of circulars, advertisements, editorials and 
heart-to-heart talks, how are the people to know it? 


In this St. Peter article you see that Evenson Bros. 
sell the same buggy for $40.00 that Montgomery Ward 
& Co.’s catalogue offers at the “below cost to dealer” 
price of $44.50, and this is without taking the question 
ef freight into consideration, and you cannot ship a 
buggy from Chicago to St. Peter for 35 cents, either. 


The publication of these lines about this buggy is 
worth a great deal directly to Evenson Bros., and in- 
directly to every local merchant. In cases where farm- 
ers have not yet bought these catalogue house buggies 
it means a buggy sale, and although it seems para- 
doxical to say so, I believe this little editorial is worth 
even more to this firm and other local firms in the 
cases of farmers who have already bought these cata- 
logue house buggies. There are times when the “self- 
kicking machine” shows its supremacy as a reforma- 
tory agent over logic, friendship or appeals to local 
patriotism. 

Not only will the farmer writhe in disgust as he 
thinks of this $4.50 plus freight that has gone glim- 
mering, but the chances are 10 to 1 that the feminine 
eye in that farmer’s household will be drawn by the 
magnet of prices to read this item, and after the farmer 
has heard how that $4.50 could have been advan- 
tageously spent in at least 40 different ways he will 
be apt to use language in regard to catalogue houses 
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which family papers generally designate like this: 
*¥ 112 4% ?:—*.

THe cacocthes scribendi that characterizes John 
srisben Walker, the Cosmopolitan man, has broken 


out quite virulently of late, the parcels post being 
the cause. I quote two of Mr. Walker’s recent argu- 
ments in parallel columns: 


“One of the arguments 
used by those who have been 
placed in the Postoffice De- 
partment for the protection 
of special interests is that a 
parcels post would injure the 
country storekeeper. The 
very slightest consideration 
of the problem, however, 
would have shown that no 


one is so likely to be its bene- 
ficiary as he. 

“In addition to the trade 
he has now, the country 
storekeeper would, with the 
advantage of a first-class pos- 
tal parcels system, be able to 
keep in touch with all the 
great wholesale distributing 


“If the United States had 
the postal parcels law of 
Austro-Hungary, the farmer 
would draw a postal check, 
mail it free, the merchant 
would deliver the goods to 
the postoffice, and a few 
hours later they would be in 
the hands of the farmer.” 


agencies of the country. He 
would earn a reasonable com- 
mission on all goods ordered, 
and would be in a position 
to secure, within a very brief 
time, by postal parcels, the 
goods which the customer, 
after looking over the cata- 
logues and receiving the ad- 
vice of the merchant, should 
decide to order. 

Poor Walker. In endeavoring to make his parcels 
post blanket warm everybody he has torn that flimsy 
fabric past mending. Combining two of Mr. Walk- 
er’s statements I arrive at this scintillating gem of 
commercial logic: No one ts so likely to be the bene- 
ficiary of the parcels post as the country storekeeper, 
because if we had a parcels post law the farmer would 
send to the catalogue house and get his goods through 
the postofice. 

In other words, the country store keeper would be 
benefited if he did less business. Consequently, let 
us all give three cheers and a tiger for John Brisben 
Walker! Three cheers and a tiger for the Parcels 
Post!! Three cheers and a tiger for less business, less 
profits, a cheaper house to live in, poorer clothes to 
wear, plainer fare, the catalogue houses and James L. 
Cowles!!!

The gasolene reservoir is made of brass and 
is not connected to the stove. It can be easily lifted 
and carried to an outer room for filling or cleaning. 

In operation the fluid drips drop by drop (never 
runs) on the perforated brass evaporator, where itis 
divided into fine particles, which, passing through the 
air, evaporate; the vapor thus made being heavier 
than air, passes down through the evaporator tubes, 
mixing with and carburretting a current of air, which 
is lighted at the burner, producing a smokeless blue 
flame of great intensity and heating power.

OUTPUT OF STEEL CORPORATION. 





The United States Steel Corporation have had 86 
blast furnaces in operation which have turned out 8,- 
000,000 tons of pig iron a year for the past two years. 

The average production per furnace in 1902 was in 
the neighborhood of 93,000 tons, or 275 tons a day. 
However. the modern furnace easily turns out 600,000 
tons, and even more, a day. The Carnegie Steel Co. 
turns out far more pig iron than any other subsidiary 
company. It is in possession of 43 furnaces. 

The number of furnaces controlled by the Carnegie 
Company before it was merged with the Steel Corpora- 











tion was much smaller than at present. The increase 
has been due largely to the merging of other compa- 
nies with the Carnegie works and the erection of new 
furnaces. The Illinois Steel Co. comes second, with 19 
furnaces, and the American Steel & Wire Co. third, 
with 12. 

The American Sheet Steel Co., American Tin Plate 
Co., Shelby Steel Tube Co. and American Bridge Co. 
produce no pig iron, according to the last report of 
the Steel Corporation. 

The American Tin Plate Co. takes the lead so far 
as hot mills are concerned, reporting 238. The Ameri- 
can Sheet Steel Co. is a close second, with 175. In 
the number of puddling furnaces, the Carnegie Steel 
Co. takes the lead, with 127. The National Tube Co. 
reports 107. The Carnegie Co. operates 18 convert- 
ers out of a total of 38, and has 70 open-hearth steel 
furnaces out of a total of 141. 

The Steel Corporation has more than 1,500 manu- 
facturing plants. It has been stated that the annual 
profits of the Carnegie companies represent something 
like 50 per cent of the total profits of all the subsidiary 
companies. Judging from the number of its manufac- 
turing plants, including the armor plate works, this 
statement, it would appear, is not far from the truth. 

It can be said that on account of the depression in 
heavy material, the percentage contribution of the 
Carnegie Co. to the earnings of the Steel Corporation 
have been considerably less during the past 
months. The Carnegie Co.’s production of light ma- 
terial, which is in very good demand, is confined al- 


most entirely to hoops and cotton ties.

WORK INVOLVED IN MAKING A STOVE.

To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

I was greatly interested in reading the eloquent and 
comprehensive account of the Stove Founders’ Nation- 
al Defense Association and their relations with the 
Iron Moulders’ Union, which appeared in THe AMERI- 
CAN ARTISAN of April 2nd. 

The manufacture of a first-class stove is essentially 
an art calling for the highest skill, and only the best 
and highest priced labor and shop organization are 
capable of producing them. The following items enter 
into the manufacture of every stove: 

1. The design of a stove is a matter of the utmost 
importance, as it must be such as to appeal to the 
widest possible range of markets and of individual 
tastes, 

2. The making of a pattern in wood is an operation 
which requires the utmost care. 

3. There is the molding of the wood pattern into a 
metal working pattern. 

4. The finishing and follow boarding of the metal 
pattern is an exceedingly slow and expensive operation. 

5. In this connection the experimental tests should 
not be overlooked. These cover weeks and sometimes 
months, and frequently involve the entire rebuilding of 
parts of the stove. 

6. It is a difficult operation to make smooth and 
sound castings by molding, and the losses from im- 
perfections will be found to average 40 per cent. 

7. After the stove is molded, follow boarded, etc:. 
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the question of mounting must be considered. The 
fitting edges of the casting will be found to be rough, 
and filing, careful drilling and finishing all must be 
done by hand and are a tedious process. In fact a 
tight joint and door on the stove are worthy of the 
highest admiration, and their manufacture is a fine 
mechanical art. 

8. The nickel plating of a stove, cost and finish of 
the finest kind, all require careful work. 

g. Other labor that enters into the cost of a stove is 
that of the blacksmith, 
These mechanics are needed in all stove works. 

Thus it will be seen that there are probably a greater 


carpenters and machinists 


variety of interests represented in the make up of a 
stove than in almost any other article, and all the labor 
is practically hand labor, machinery being virtually 
impracticable in cast iron work.

TO THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

I hardly need to state that I read your article on the 
recent conference with a great deal of interest, and I 
desire to inform you that it is the most thorough arti- 
cle of its kind that has ever been my pleasure to peruse ;

A WORD IN FAVOR OF STEEL RANGE 
PEDDLERS. 








Vituperative threats and indicative circulars have 
been the lot of the steel range peddler. Some six years 
ago or so he used to come in for about as many con- 
demnatory resolutions at state hardware meetings as 
the parcels post meets with to-day. Enterprising hard- 
ware men apprise innocent farmers concerning his 
methods; follow him up with another steel range 
wagon or otherwise act as thorns in his flesh. 

THE AMERICAN ARTISAN has fairly sizzled with al! 
kind of articles that were not pleasant reading for 
the steel range peddlers. Their iron-clad, jug handled 
contracts, their lying promises, their questionable tac- 
tics were fully exposed. Their itineraries were pub- 
lished forewarning the trade. Successful methods of 
coping with them were given wide publicity. 

But now we change front and the cause of this terg- 
weiration is the following extract from the Doylestown 
(Pa.) Republican of March 22d last. 

BUCKS’ SHARE OF FINES. 





Received Five Hundred Dollars from Range Company 
Officials Who Were Arrested Under Special Act. 


Five hundred dollars to Bucks County and a like sum for 
the Retail Merchants’ Association of the county, the latter 
to share a goodly portion with several constables, is the net 
result of a business venture conducted by enterprising agents 
of a manufacturing company who invaded Bucks with their 
wares some months ago. It happened in this way: 

About a year ago, agents for the Wrought Iron Range 
Co., with headquarters at St. Louis, Mo., traveled through 
Bucks County selling “Home Comfort” ranges. This was in 
violation of a special act of dssembly applying to Bucks 
County. 

The Retail Merchants’ Association learning of the fact, 
lodged information before Justice of the Peace Willis Wall, 
Doylestown, and warrants were issued for the agents on May 
2, 1903. 

The hearing took place before Justice Wall about a week 
later when the company was convicted of making twenty 
sales, through its agents, and a fine of $50 with costs was im- 
posed for each offense. 

The case was appealed to the Bucks County court, but the 
jury sustained the decision of Justice Wall. 

The fine of $1,000 was paid to Senator Webster Grim, at- 
torney for the prosecution, on Monday. This amotint is di- 
vided equally between the county and the informers. The 
costs amounted to about $200. 


Why should hardware men desire steel range ped- 
dlers exterminated ? 

Why not get a law like that of Bucks County, Pa., 
and then cajole the simple and unsophisticated range 
peddler into your territory and have him arrested? 

Why not get $500 “easy money” for your local hard- 
ware or merchants’ association and let the peddlers act 
as “angels” for your little organization? 

Why throw bricks at the wandering “Home Com- 
fort’”” muley when it is so easy to lure her into your 
back yard and milk her? 

Hardware men should do three things : 

(1) Pass a law patterned on the Bucks County law. 

(2) Form a “Society for Enticing Steel Range Ped- 
dlers Into the Neighborhood.” 

(3) Then soak ’em.

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HEATING WITH VENTILATION. 





The Boynton Furnace Co., 147-149 Lake St., Chi- 
cago, and 207-209 Water St., New York, send us a 
very handsome red, black and yellow covered booklet 
giving a few suggestions on “Heating with Ventila- 
tion.” The corner pieces of this volume are highly 
amusing, and include a mother about to clutch her off- 
spring, who is helping himself to pie from the re- 
frigerator ; mischievous boys snowballing a professor ; 
het air (the spell-binder kind), hot water (absent- 
mindedly poured on a cat’s back), and steam (a la 
vapor bath). 

This book, 5'4x7% inches, 44 pages, is handily 
“portable,” while a glance at the back cover shows 
that it is also “brick-set.” 

This volume, of course, incidentally calls attention 
to the Boynton heaters, but its main object is to preach 
the doctrine of pure air. The following quotations 
from this volume shows its high technical character : 


The essential conditions to be met by any temperature 
regulating device are: First, that it cannot disturb the regu- 
larity or affect the volume of air supply; second, that its 
effects be produced rapidly and the fluctuations of temperature 
in the room slight; third, that it will operate successfully 
through a wide range of weather conditions and under no 
circumstances produce draughts of cold air in the room. 

The office of the Mixing Valve is simply to make an 
adjustment of the proportions of warm air and cold air ad- 
mitted to the flue in harmony with the temperature required 
in the room. 

In short flues, distinct, unmixed columns of warm and 
cold air frequently reach the opening into the room, and their 
assimilation at this ponit is effected if provision has been 
made to secure the proper relative position of the two col- 
umns of air in the flue; otherwise the colder air will enter 
the room and descend in an unpleasant manner upon the 
heads of the occupants. This is a matter for engineering skill 
to adjust. 

In harmony with the hand-operated Mixing Valve there 
must be an intelligent janitor to regulate the fires if the best 
results are,to be expected. 

Automatic Heat Controlling Devices are frequently in- 

stalled in larger buildings, which not only operate the mixing 
valves, but control the production of heat in boilers and 
furnaces. 
_ The application of heat to the exhaust or foul air enter- 
ing the ventilating flues may be provided for by means of 
stack heaters, the function of which is restricted solely to 
this office. 

The stack heater requiring to be coaled and relieved of 
ashes must necessarily be placed in the basement, and to be 
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operative the air from first story vents must first be brought 
down to the basement and into contact with the heated. sur- 
faces of this heater. The exhaust air from the first story 
then passes upward through the main flue or the ventilating 
chimney, into which the second story vents open directly; 
the effect of the stack heater being thus brought to bear upon 
the whole volume of air exhausted from the building. 

_ When aspirating coils or radiators are placed in the flues 
their position is just above the vent openings from the rooms 
in the several stories, and the passage of exhaust air from 
all rooms is upward. 

The manifest advantage of the latter method is that the 
boiler supplying steam for this purpose will also supply heat 
to corridors, teachers’ rooms, toilets and other wi + femme 
arated apartments, and render unnecessary the additional 
— required for this latter purpose if stack heaters are 
used. 

The cost of the steam method is somewhat greater.

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MONCRIEF ALL CAST FURNACE. 








The Henry & Scheible Co., 6-10 Long St., Cleve- 
land, O., send us a circular describing the Moncrief 
all-cast furnace. In these furnaces the fire pot is of 
heavy weight and nearly straight, making it impos- 
sible for ashes or coal to lodge on the sides. It is 
made in two equal sections. As the lower part of 
the pot is more or less filled with ashes and the upper 
part with live fuel, the upper part expands to a 
greater extent than the lower one, and by making the 
pot in two sections, with the cup joint in the center, 
the effect of the unequal expansion and contraction is 
overcome. 

The feed section or lower radiator rests upon the 
upper section of the fire pot in a deep cut joint. The 
feed door opening is large, sufficiently so for the 
free admission of a large scoop shovel. The 
feed section and top radiator are so carefully modeled 
that the air to be warmed circulates easily and nat- 
urally over every part—a large part of the air pass- 
ing almost directly over the center of the fire pot, the 
hottest portion of the furnace—where it is surrounded 
by heated surfaces, the remainder passing between the 
casing and the outer surface of the return flue. The 
form of the castings is such that the air while becom- 
ing warmed is given such an impetus that it is forced 
through the conductor pipes to the rooms to be 
warmed. 

The radiator consists of a large combustion cham- 
ber resting on the feed section or lower radiator, and 
is crowned with an all cast top return flue which 
compels the products of combustion to travel around 
both sides of the top before entering the smoke exit— 
retaining the products of combustion within the casing 
walls for a sufficient length of time to extract the 
available heat from them. The principle of the con- 
struction is such that it can be none other than an 
economical furnace. 

The casing rings are made of heavy wrought iron, 
with lugs for double casings and are always of exact 
size. The casings are double, with 3%-inch space be-

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The furnace drums and radiators are made in five 
sizes, all of open-hearth steel, the three smaller sizes 
are made of No. 10 gauge and the two larger sizes of 
No. 8, the heads of the three smaller sizes are made of 
No. 8 gauge and the heads of the two larger sizes are 
made of No. 6 gauge steel. All radiators and smoke 
pipe under casing are made of No. 14 gauge. All are 
made of one piece of steel from the bottom to the top 
and are riveted tight like a boiler, rivets being placed 
about one inch apart, making them absolutely free from 
gas or smoke.

The figures here shown represent the capital of a 
column and the lower end of the pilaster corner of an 
octagonal bay window, one of the columns to be located 
at each miter. 

The bottom of the pilasters are to be rounded at the 
corners to meet the round cap of the column as shown 
in the elevations and in the inverted plan. The prob- 
lem to be considered is between the space shown at 
A of front elevation. 

The outline of the inverted plan is.first drawn, as 
shown by a, b, c, d, e, f and so located that the points 
c and f will be on the miter line of the corner. The 
lines a b and d e are now bisected and the line I J and 
K L are drawn perpendicular to them, as shown, cross-

ing each other at O, which is the center of the column. 
From this center draw the circle which represents that 
part of the column that is to come in contact with the 
pilaster. Tangents are now drawn around this circle 
to form an octagon figure, six of the sides of this oc- 
tagon to be parallel to the sides of the pilaster. From 
the corners of the octagon to the corners of the pilas- 
ter miter lines are drawn as shown by lines b g, and 
b h, these lines being continued until they cut the circle. 

Lines are now projected to the front elevation and 
the curve line shown by the figures I, 2, 3, 4, 5, is 
drawn and divided into an equal number of spaces, 
these points are now projected to the inverted plan 
and from their intersection with the miter line 6 g, 
lines are carried around the figure parallel to the sides 
of the octagon. The points of intersections with the 
miter lines c, i and d, j are now projected to the front 
elevation ; the line d, j, is shown by the figures 7, 8, 9, 
10, II. 
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The points to draw this curve are obtained by pro- 
jecting lines from the points I, 2, 3, 4, 5. The side 
elevation is now drawn by projecting lines from the 
plan and from the front elevation, the circular arcs be- 
ing struck from the center p. 

If the figure is now studied it will be noticed that 
sections taken through B C, D E, F G, and HI will 
each be different. The curve for the section H I is 
shown in the front elevation by the figures 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 
and this stretchout is set off as shown by the figures 
I, 2, 3, 4, 5, of pattern on line H I, lines are now drawn 
through these points parallel to the line de. From the 
points on the miter lines d k and e j of plan, lines are 
drawn perpendicular to d e and crossing the lines 
drawn in pattern the points here established will give 
the outline of the pattern for this part. The curve at 
5 is drawn by setting the compasses equal to the radius 
of the circle in the plan and with a center on the exten- 
tion of the line H I and the are drawn through 5 will 
give the pattern as shown.

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CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 

The volume of business reported for this week, 
while not so large as that of the preceding one, has 
been fairly good for both northern and _ southern 
brands. 

Prices are being held firmly, and recent advances 
in the price of northern iron have held so well that 
there is a possibility of a further increase in the near 
future. It is maintained by northern furnacemen that 
in holding their iron at higher prices they are not 
taking advantage particularly of the increased better 
feeling, but that it is absolutely necessary that the en- 
tire range of selling prices be advanced in order to 
inake it worth while to stay in blast. 

From the market standpoint it is noticeable that the 
differential between northern and southern brands is 
very small, as the former is entitled to 50 to 75 cents 
a ton over the latter. 

Spot coke is in considerable demand owing to the 
unusual delays in transportation, especially from the 
Connellsville field. 





PIG IRON. 

The market is very firm, but there has been little 
selling during the past week. Buyers have been con- 
tent to hold off and wait for a slump in prices, while 
dealers have as patiently declined to weaken and con- 
sequently little has happened. It is reasonable to pre- 
dict, however, that there will be an advance in prices 
before the end of the month, whether the demand 
seems to warrant it or not. Southern furnaces are 
holding well to the schedule of $10 Birmingham and 
orders calling for a lower rate are regarded with in- 
difference. Local No. 2 is selling here at $14 or over, 
and indications point to a firm market at this price for 
some weeks to come. 

There are two rather large contracts to report from 
last week’s transactions. One order from a Michigan 
steel range concern for 1,000 tons of northern and a 
large tonnage of southern. An agricultural imple- 
ment concern in Ohio also closed for a large order ap- 
proximately 3,500 tons; $10 Birmingham. Most of 
the deals have been for smaller lots, averaging about 
250 tons, 


IRON AND STEEL BARS. 


The outlook is bright, but the market is rather dull 
and devoid of interest. Railroads and car builders are 
inquiring more freely and specifications continue to 
come in heavily. We continue to quote on carload 
lots, mill shipments, Chicago delivery: Bar iron, 1.45c 
to 1.50c half extras; soft steel bars, 1.51%4c half ex- 
tras, with 5c to 10c per 100 pounds extra for less than 
a carload lot and with the regular extras for less than 
a ton of a size; angles, less than 3x3, 1.564c base, half 
extras; hoops, 1.56%4c, full extras. On lots from 
store, we quote iron, 1.65c; steel, 1.75¢ base; hoops, 
2.10¢ rates, 
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SHEETS. 


Though prices are being shaded to quite an extent 


below the standard set by the independent producers, 
the market is much firmer than it has been during the 
past six or eight weeks. This is due primarily to the 
action of the Amalgamated Association of Iron and 
Steel Workers in voting not to accept a reduction in 
the wage schedule; and also to the extraordinary de- 
mand for sheet bars and billets, of which there is a 
scarcity. The following prices, which are about $1 a 
ton lower than the independents’ schedule, are being 
made by some outside mills on one pass, cold rolled 
sheets, carload lots, Chicago delivery: Nos. 16 and 
17, 2.10@2.15c; Nos. 18 and 21, 2.15@2.20c; Nos. 22 
and 24, 2.20@2.25c; Nos. 25 and 26, 2.25@2.30c; No. 
7, 2.30@2.35c; No. 28, 2.40@2.45c; No. 29, 2.70@ 
2.80c; No. 30, 2.80@2.90c, with the usual extras for 
quantities and sizes. Galvanized sheets, mill ship- 
ments, No. 27, 3.26%c; No. 28. 3.46%c. On small 
lots from store, we quote black sheets as follows: Nos.

RAILS AND TRACK SUPPLIES. 

Railroads have not bought rails heavily during the 
past week, but have demanded full shipments of track 
supplies on their contracts. The principle business in 
rails has come from street railroads or suburban lines, 
and this is rather heavy. Specifications for rails are 
coming in briskly. Prices are unchanged, and we 
quote heavy rails, 500 tons and over, $28; less than 
500 tons to carload lots, $30; less than carload lots, 
$32: second quality rails, $27; 25-pound rails, $25@ 
26; 12-pound rails, $26@28, with regular differentials 
for intermediate sizes. The following quotations on 
track supplies, which are f. 0. b. Joliet mill, may be 
shaded on large orders: Angle bars, 1.40@I.50c; 
spikes, first quality, 1.70@1.80c (out of store, I.goc 
rates) ; track bolts, 334x34, with square nuts, 1.40@ 
2.50¢ per 100 pounds, with hexagon nuts, 1.55@1.6§c, 
with usual differentials for other sizes. 





WIRE NAILS. 

The demand for wire nails has depreciated to a 
small extent, but any slackening up is welcomed just 
at this time, as the mills are far behind on their orders. 
The fire at the Rankin plant of the American Steel & 
Wire Co, came particularly unfortunately at this time, 
but it is claimed that other plants will take care of the 
business which had been consigned to the Rankin di- 
vision. Quotations are unchanged, as follows: Car- 
load lots to retailers, $2.15 per 100 Ibs. ; less than car- 
load lots to retailers, $2.25 per 100 lbs.; all f. o. b. 
Chicago. 
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CUT NAILS. 

The demand for the cut nail is not so great as that 
for the wire, but seems to be increasing rapidly and 
steadily. This is especially true now that the wire 
nail markets are overburdened with orders and ship- 
ments are delayed. Prices on both iron and steel nails 
are as follows: Carload lots, Chicago, to retailers, 
$2.0144 base; less than carloads, $2.06%. Jobbers 
sell at from $2.10 to $2.30, base, f. o. b. Chicago, ac- 
cording to customer, size of order, etc. 


BARB WIRE. 

In addition to the heavy demand from the West and 
Southwest, the government will buy at Chicago, St. 
Paul, St. Louis and Omaha through its Indian ware- 
houses, 308,000 pounds of cattle fence wire, two- 
point barbed, galvanized, main wires not larger than 
12% gauge, barbs not larger than 13% gauge, space 
between barbs not to exceed 5 inches, together with 
6,500 pounds of staples. Bids will be closed April 18. 
Additional purchases of large amounts will be made 
by the government for the Philippine Islands. Prices 
are unchanged as follows: Carload lots, to retailers, 
painted, $2.45; galvanized, $2.75; less than carloads, 
painted, $2.55; galvanized, $2.85; staples to retailers, 
$2.30 for plain and $2.70 for galvanized. 


SMOOTH FENCE WIRE. 

The demand is heavier than last week, and mills are 
swamped with orders. Prices are unchanged, as fol- 
lows: Sizes, 6 to 9, to retailers, carload lots, $2.05 
per 100 lbs.; less than carloads, $2.10. 


GLASS. 

The new agreement between labor and _ capital 
seems to be working admirably and is regarded as the 
agreeable result of arbitration, in conformity with a 
fixed wage scale, rather than as a radical reduction in 
wages. At factory, prices range from 90 to go and 5 
or 90 and 10 per cent discount for carload lots, accord- 
ing to the necessity of the manufacturer to dispose of 
his output.
